How To Get Duck Stamps 


The Postal Bulletin of October 25 
contains explicit instructions to post- 
masters for the sale of Duck Stamps 
to collectors who wish to obtain them. 
It is pointed out that a Hunting Li- 
cense is not necessary. By signing an 
application and a certificate which 
must be provided by the postmaster 
you can buy one or several of the 
Duck Stamps. It is not necessary that 
you appear in person, a friend can ap- 
ply for you and get the stamps for 
you. 

To any collector who has had diffi- 
culty in obtaining these stamps from 
his postmaster, refer the postmaster 
to the Postal Bulletin dated October 
26 and you should have no difficulty 
in buying as many of the stamps as 
desired. 

The stamps however must be at- 
tached by the postmaster to the certifi- 
cate which you sign but he is not re- 
quired to cancel the stamps. The 
collectors of O. G. stamps will object 
to this requirement but if your post- 
master is obliging he may not stock 
them down. We have seen mint copies 
in the hands of stamp collectors. It is 
a needless order that they be stuck 
down.

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Heard and Seen In 
Washington 
By W. C. Rice, Ballston, Va. 


(Special to Linn’s Weekly Stamp News) 


Four Words —‘“Working Day and 
Night.” That was the reply to a ques- 
tion put to Mr. Donald Shook, Admiral 
Byrd’s personal representative at the 
Byrd headquarters here in Washing- 
ton. The small annex in which this 
busy office force is located is unpre- 
tentious, the offices themselves are 
even less pretentious than the building 
in which they are housed—but every 
convenience for quick and accurate 
handling of the collectors’ orders for 
covers is there. File cabinets contain 
records of each order. There is no hit 
or miss work in this office, busy as 
they are. Accuracy apparently is the 
key-word of the efficient helpers that 
Mr. Shook has gathered together to 
handle this important business. 

How_ many covers are going on this 
trip? Your guess is as good as mine, 
although some time back, it was hoped 
that the number to be carried would 
reach 40,000. This morning, we asked 
for an approximate figure. No such 
figure could be approximated, as the 
mail is coming in by the bagful. Much 
of it is yet unopened, in spite of the 
day and night shifts. There is no 
cause to be alarmed or worried as to 
whether your cover order got there in 
time, or whether they will have time 
enough to fill all orders. The time 
limit originally was set at November 1 
as the outside date when orders would 
be accepted. This was because it was 
not known just when the last trip into 
Little America would take place. Now 
the schedule has been made and the 
time limit for cover orders extended to 
December 1. This means that the 
covers must be in Washington by De- 
cember 1. 

What does the Post Office Depart- 
ment think of Cover Collectors? Ap- 
parently the cover collectors rate 
pretty high in their esteem, for in the 
Postmaster General’s recent order, the 
wording is emphatic. “In order to pro- 
vide an even better philatelic service 
than has heretofore been accorded 
stamp collectors at the Little America 
postoffice of the Byrd Antarctic Ex- 
pedition, Postmaster General James A. 
Farley has designated Charles F. 
Anderson, of Washington, cancellation 
expert of the Postoffice Department, 
to proceed to Little America on No- 
vember 7, 1934.”

Mr. Anderson is known in the 
United States, from Coast to Coast, 
if not always by name, certainly by 
his smile. When the National Parks 
issue came out, Mr. Anderson went to 
each Park to take charge of the can- 
cellation of the first day covers. The 
smile was with him. When informed 
that he was being chosen to accom- 
pany the Byrd covers to Little Amer- 
ica, the smile grew even wider (if pos- 
sible). Never-failing good nature, as 
well as the austere title of “First-day 
Expert” (well deserved) are assoc- 
iated with him wherever he goes. 

The Byrd Expedition is furnishing 
all equipment needed by Mr. Ander- 
son at their expense, also are bearing 
all expenses after he leaves Dunedin, 
New Zealand, when he will be ac- 
cepted as one of the regular members 
of the Expedition. Naturally a trip 
to Little America is an expensive 
proposition, but with the Byrd Expedi- 
tion assuming such a portion, the ex- 
pense to the Post Office Department 
is being kept at a minimum. After all 
Mr. Anderson spends some 95 per cent 
of his time traveling, and this trip 
means traveling in another direction 
instead of following his regular duties, 
which so far as he is concerned, are 
being laid aside for the time Leing. 
Nor is the traveling force of the De- 


partment being augmented to take 
care of his routine in his absence 


rather it is being distributed over the 
group already employed. 

All the covers that were in the 
hands of the Byrd Headquarters here, 
on November 1 will accompany Mr. 
Anderson on his trip to Little Amer- 
ica. They leave Washington on No- 
vember 7, connect with the Steamer 
Monterey at San Francisco on Novem- 
ber 13, then start the 10,000-mile trip 
to New Zealand. At Dunedin, New 
Zealand, there will be an approximate 
20-day layover until the Bear of Oak- 
land starts for the Byrd base, an 
additional 1,500 miles. 

_ The covers that are sent to Wash- 
ington after this mail has left, up to 
December 1, will make connections at 
San Francisco with the Steamer Mari- 
posa. This mail will be transported to 
Little America on the Jacob Ruppert, 
scheduled to be in Antarctica in early 
January.

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Dayton Philatelic Society 
Holds Special Meet 


On the evening of November 5, a 
special meeting of the Dayton (Ohio) 
Philatelic Society was called for the 
purpose of viewing several displays 
and hearing the brief remarks of the 
owners of some interesting exhibits 
of postage stamps. 

Seven members of the Columbus 
Philatelic Club, Messrs. E. E. Parker, 
Ray Shepherd, Dewey Black, Wm. 
Loeffler, Leo Kirschner, George Stur- 
geon and George W. Linn, journeyed 
to Dayton for the occasion where 
they met at the office of Mr. Ril T. 
Baker and were royally entertained 
by Messrs. Baker, Aull and Reiger 
before journeying to the Engineers 
Club, meeting place of the Dayton 
Society, where an excellent dinner 
was served. 

Included also in the party were Mr. 
E. E. Hardcastle and Mr. P. M. Weiss 
of the Queen City Stamp and Coin 
Company of Cincinnati. 

‘Mr. Parker displayed his collection 
of Columbus, Ohio, Bureau Precancels 
which he has specialized throughly 
and which contains several hundred 
stamps, probably the most complete 
collection of this sort in the country. 

Mr. Shepherd showed Philatelic 
special issues of the world, an inter- 
esting sideline which makes a very 
attractive specialty. 

Mr. Loeffler showed his Roumania, 
and explained his album and its con- 
struction which he constructed espe- 
cially for this collection, a plan which 
could well be followed by many col- 
lectors who want something original.

Comments on the Decatur, IIL, coil 
brought forth immediate response. 
Mr. Goodsell of Columbus brought in 
one he had just received and in my 
weekly mail from Dr. Mitchell came 
the announcement that he had seen 
it. Quick service. Linn’s certainly 
reaches out for the news and gets it 
first. 


The following is a reprint in part 
of an article by Montgomery Mulford 
in the Precancel Bee for April, 1933, 
entitled “What is a Bureau Print”. 

The Bureau Print precancels of 
this country number about 2500 in all. 
They appear only from the large 
cities or the towns with large mail 
business. 

The Bureau Print is the govern- 
ment precancel. The regular precan- 
cels are printed or handstamped in 
the towns where they are used. The 
Bureau Prints are printed by the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing at 
Washington, D. C., at the same time 
and on the same press with the print- 
ing of the stamps. They are produced 
in exactly the same way as were the 
Hawaii and Molly Pitcher commem- 
oratives, and may properly be com- 
pared with them. They are printed 
only on rotary press stamps, for it 
is on this press that the additional 
equipment for precancelling the 
stamps as they are made is installed. 

“Buros” as they are familiarly 
called and spelled, are therefore to be 
classed with the regular postage 
stamps. They ought to be listed in 
the regular chronicles of U. S. new 
issues along with new commemora- 
tives, etc. The separate Bureau news 
column is only a convenience for pre- 
cancel collectors; the general phila- 
telic press should, in my opinion, list 
Buros in their regular lists of new 
issues. 

There naturally are less varieties 
and less errors in “Buros” than in or- 
dinary locally-made precancels. 

Up through the 15 cents, all Bu- 
reau Prints read normal. On the 17 
to 50 cents stamps they read down- 
ward. It is only recently that stamps 
of over 10 cents face have been made 
on the rotary press and hence have 
entered the ranks of Bureau Print 
precancels. 

In Bureaus as in all printed pre- 
eancels for which a plate is used, 
there exist PLATE BREAKS. These 





are actual cracks in the plate, result- 
ing in the omission or part of the let- 
tering or lines, or misplaced letters. 
From Denver in recent months there 
have been reported a number of ac- 
tual breaks. Some interesting ones 
from other cities are a low position 
of the middle “a” in Atlanta and like 
it the low “v” in Louisville. 

Breaks are a “Specialist Line” in 
the truest sense. The beginner will 
only make his hobby confusing by 
striving to study or collect these 
forms. I have noticed some contro- 
versy on the collecting of breaks. 
Those who wish to collect them should 
of course be let follow their liking; 
but most persons will prefer to leave 
well enough alone and stick to the 
straight “Buros.” Confusion is easy. 
For instance, what are really INK- 
ODDITIES may be taken for breaks 
by the beginner. The ink may clog the 
letters on the plate. Slight movement 
of the stamp while the precancelling 
is being printed also produces appar- 
ent breaks. 

Those who want to avoid the im- 
mense range of varieties of position 
and the host of small errors found 
in general precancel collecting will 
enjoy collecting “Buros.” Some of the 
Bureau Prints are really worthy in- 
vestments, with steady rises in their 
values. In blocks some “Buros” are 
worth a nice sum of money. 

Bureau Prints lend themselves par- 
ticularly well to historical and pic- 
torical collections. Their simplicity 
and uniformity works in well with il- 
lustrations of various places and 
write-ups of their historical or geo- 
graphical features. 

The beginner will furthermore have 
no trouble in identifying Bureau 
Prints except in a very few cases. 
The Bureau Print types are not used 
for any other precancelling. In Des 
Moines and a few other towns, locally 
printed precancels have types some- 
what like “Buros” but readily sep- 
arated with a little attention to de- 
tails. There are less than twenty 
Bureau Print types in all; once these 
are known, there is no difficulty. All 
have continuous LINES above and 
below the city and state name—not 
separated bars.

U. S. REVIEW 


THOMAS F. WHITBREAD

We are indebted to George F. 
Dutt for the above Dixie Dewdrop 
from the column by Olin Miller. 


Everel E. Keys asks the difference 
between the broken and defective 
circle varieties on the 5c Walloon. 
Lacking illustrations which would 
clearly picture this, we must describe 
the broken circle as showing a defi- 
nite break at the bottom of the inner 
circle surrounding the right numeral 
which comes down and runs into the 
outer circle. The defective circle, 
on the other hand, shows no definite 
break but the bottom part of the 
inner circle is very faint in com- 
parison to the regular variety. 

The broken circles are stamps Nos. 
2, 3, 4, 5 on the upper right pane of 
No. F15754, all other stamps on this 
sheet having defective circles. 

Mr. Keys also wants to know how 
the 5e error of colour, No. 467, could 
have occurred accidentally. On ex- 
amining the finished plate the en- 
graver noted defects in three of the 
designs or transfers. He therefore 
tapped out these and, taking the 
transfer roll, re-transferred the three 
designs tapped out. Owing to the 
similarity between all the designs in 
this set, especially the 2c and 5c he 
accidentally used the 5c transfer roll 
which gives us this unique error. 


Recently we explained the varia- 
tions in size of some of the Park 
stamps to the use of old stock not 
graded according to grain. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Southgate, this was not 
old stock but new which was not 
sorted as to grain. In any event, the 
result is the same. That is, some 
values show slight variations in size 
due to unequal shrinking.

Luigi Galvani 





The two latest stamps from Italy 
are among the most attractive of the 
numerous issues that have come from 
that country. Stamps designed simi- 
larly to our Penn and Oglethorp 
issues, a 30c and 75c value picturing 
Luigi Galvani and issued on the oc- 
casion of the First International Con- 
gress of Radio-Biology. If Italy will 
continue to issue but one or two 
values for the numerous occasions for 
which they have issued special stamps, 
there will be much less objection to 
the issues. 


Designs On Stamps 





Montgomery Mulford 


The student of designs of stamps 
often pays particular attention to the 
central design; and therefore misses 
some choice items. Have you ever 
considered the smaller markings on 
stamps? In most cases, these mark- 
ings have some significance. For in- 
stance, study the side panels of the 
Sierra Leone issue for 1933, commem- 
orative of the abolition of slavery 
there. 

The 2p. stamp shows on the left 
panel, a ship (sail) of 1833; and on 
the right panel a modern steamship. 
The 4p. shows, in the side panels, palm 
cases significance here being, 
that these form an important export 
of that colony! The 5p. shows in each 
side panel, an oar, with two hands; 
and if you wish to learn how to propel 
the bullam canoe shown in the central 
design, study the hold on these oars. 
The 1'%4d. stamp is most unusual in 
this series: it shows a map; and the 
outer frame happens to be marked in 
longitude and latitude! — had you 
noticed that? 

The new Rumanian issue, for the 
advertising of fruit production in that 
country, is interesting here. The wom- 
an in the design of the 2 lei stamp is 
holding a basket of fruit; and the side 
panels show various kinds of fruit 
which that country grows. Pears, 
grapes, apples, tomatoes, are among 
the fruits to be seen in these side 


y.! panels. 





The stamp collector looking for a 
new approach to stamps, desirous of 
a new selection of pages in a blank 
album to write about, might very 
attractively include such_ stamps, 
pointing out, and telling about these 
smaller designs upon foreign stamps, 
which often have so much signifi- 
cance. There is no standard reference 
work, nor catalog, listing or point- 
ing out these smaller markings, and 
so the philatelist needs must dis- 
cover these for himself.

Covers 
which were being held by T. M. Hol- 
combe, Richard Green and Martin S.

It seems, through error, he 
placed these covers in a_ series of 
events he is planning and they did 
not get mailed. One of those tough 
breaks that happen occasionally.

The Town Treasurer of Winchendon. 
Mass., recently ordered 500 of the cur- 
rent 3c envelopes to be imprinted with 
his name and address. Imprinted en- 
velopes are printed in color and im- 
printed in black at one operation. 
When the 500 envelopes reached the 
Town Treasurer his office help pro- 
ceeded to use them for correspondence 
and 110 of the envelopes were used be- 
for it was noted that the purple stamp 
in the corner read 1!/,¢ instead of 3c 
as it should be. When the error was 
noted, the remaining 390 envelopes 
were offered to stamp dealers. Mr. 
Nicholas Reggio of Boston offered 
$450 for the lot and was highest 
bidder. 

Mr. Reggio certainly stamps to 
make a handsome profit on this deal 
for the envelopes are a legitimate er- 
ror, being an error of die, in much the 
same manner as the famous 5c red 
error in the postage stamps. The 
printers of the envelopes simply placed 
the wrong die on the press and the 
envelopes were made and delivered 
without its being discovered. Whether 
other envelopes with a similar error 
were made and shipped to other cities 
is unknown but you should watch 
your purple stamped envelopes for a 
time. 

We learn from other sources that 
another lot of these envelopes had been 
found previous to the lot described 
above making a total of around 800 
copies in all. The envelopes were 
originally offered by Philip H. Ward 
a Philadephia dealer at $10.00 each 
and since this second find Mr. Ward 
is offering a rebate of $6.00 to all 
who paid $10 for the envelopes first 
bought from him.

Walter L. Reid of Graysville, IIL, 
submitted a piece of cover, having an 
8c and 20c 1917 issue precancelled 
Chicago, Ill., together with a 2¢ docu- 
mentary of that period. The docu- 
mentary stamp was precancelled but 
just with a rubber handstamp which 
showed only the date and the Initials 
of the Company using it, no town 
or state name. It was Mr. Ried’s 
opinion that perhaps this docu- 
mentary stamp was used as postage 
thru permission of the P. O. Dept. 
at that time. Thinking that perhaps 
some of my other younger collector 
readers have or might be puzzled by 
such items a few words here will put 
them straight. This stamp WAS 
NOT for POSTAGE but was purely 
as it shows, a REVENUE stamp, 
imposed by the government and was 
compulsory on every parcel post pack- 
age. Just what the rate was or how 
it was figured I can’t recall now 
altho I was well aware of the facts 
at the time it was in force. The 
stamps were used thru the duration 


of the war and for a short while 
afterward. 
Now as to these documentary 


stamps as precancels. The large bulk 
were like the ones described above, 
precancelled by various methods of 
handstamps and almost always with 
the date appearing somewhere on the 
stamp. These are not collectible 
and are neither listed nor sought 
after by any precancel collectors that 
I know of. There were a few docu- 
mentaries precancelled with the same 
types as regular postage stamps. 
These are collectible and are very 
desirable items, and in most cases 
are getting scarce. From no town 
that I can think of did there ever 
come a precancelled documentary that 
was common. Mostly the lower values 
were used. Generally the le or 2c 
and once in a while a 3c or 5Be. 
I don’t ever remember of seeing a 
10¢ or higher denomination precan- 
celled altho no doubt some exist.
